It was only when he was 
back behind the dolphins’ 
defensive barrier that he 
saw the deadly shark just a 
few metres away. 


He said: “They pushed all 
four of us together by 
doing tight circles around 
us, then I realised the dol- 
phins were protecting us.” 

Marine expert Ingrid 
Visser, of the Orca 
Research group, said: 
"They could have sensed 
the danger to the swim- 
mers. Dolphins will attack 
sharks to defend them- 
selves and their young."
